naturally rich, — but its riches may be 
squandered. It mast he a pretty good 
cow that will bear milking to the tune of 
two millions of gold annually 1 How is 
it, then, that this Colony so rich progresses 
so slowly that it almost oppears to be 
stagnant ?

I'ou thurulore paid 
your imports, most of which you ought tu 
nave cruuled out of your capital, ond 
scut that capital (0 a foreign country 
instead of keeping it and investing it for 
ibo purpose of building up your own 
country. You cannot have your cako 
and cat it too. You cannot send yuur 
gold away and retain it in the country at 
the same lime. Your heavy imports, of 
which you boast so much, aro your 
di-graco and ruin; there is little or 
iu)tlii:ig among thom to bo applied to 
art.s, si-iencLS, nuniufiicturcs or other pro- 
ductive iudustriea; ihey arc all or nearly 
all for mere consuinptiou and waste, and 
accuse you plainly of idleness and want of 
ciiL'igy, It is entirely yuur own fault 
that you do not retain your wealth 
or, rullier, become rich, and that 
instead ot progresMng mpidly you are 
nearly itagnant. ^Nature lia-i endowed 
you wiib great beauty and richc.-, 
but J ou Only lu.ike ba 1 u^o th ro it ; 
put ifiein to good acc unt and yuu wi'i 
bo pr()s[ieruus and con ented. You are 
now building up a foreign couhtry al 
tlio ex| eiisu of your own; you aro 
paying torcignors to do that rtbicD yuu 
ought to do yuurselve!'. You east, all 
llie blame upon the Government be- 
CjUBO IL Hporida tilty or ni.xty thou- 
sand dolluvd too much a year, quite 
t'orgetting thai yuu waito out ol the 
country nearly a luilfun annually. It 
is ea-y to boo ih.' molo m the oyo ol 
the Government, but impossible to set- 
the bo!. in in your own. You see tho 
driblels escaping from the spigot, but
